A burden will be laid on the consumer, tho he doubts 
'that it will be as much as $4,000,000,000 a year, or half 
that amount. This burden, whatever it is, is imposed at a 
time when wholesale prices are 50 per cent, higher, and 
the cost of living more than 60 per cent, higher than in 
1914. 
Moreover, the old high tariff arguments arc no 


longer valid. Tariffs were increased after the civil war in j 
order to attract foreign capital into American industries. 
Today we don't need foreign capital: on the contrary, the 
United States will be the world's chief supply of money for 
at least ten years to come, and has exported capital at the 
rate of $2.000,000,000 a year ever since the war. 


Writing with the dispassionate coldness of the scien- 
tist, Professor Friday shows that our high tariff policy of 
the last fifty years was a historical accident. High rates 
were instituted as compensation for thc burden of internal 
taxation on our manufacturers; but when these internal! 
taxes were abolished after the civil war the tariffs were 
continued and have been with us ever since.

Why You Must Safeguard

FEWj weeks ago I called at the country home of a 
doctor friend of mine. He has be«n in ill-health 
for several years and has retired to a wonderful 


old mansion which I used to visit as a boy. 


We sat on the front porch, gazing over his fields, 


across the pond where we skated years ago, and looked 
down on the village, every house of which is as familiar 
to me as my own. 


It is natural for doctors to talk shop. We talked 


about disease. This is what my friend said: 


"The quality of tissue depends on the quality of 


the blood. The quality of blood depends on the quality 
of the food, water and air you take." 
DR- COPELA..ND 


The doctor is going to get •well, he says, because the pure air, the 


delicious water which he gave me from his well, and the .simple vfood of 
his table, are of such quality as to de- 4- 
velop high-grade tissue. 


There can be no doubt that tin quality 


of food, water and air has almost every- 
thing: Vo do with health. 
But 
the 


trouble Is, food, water and air are not 
remedies for disease. 
They cannot be 


blamed If they fail to cur<3 what they 
might have prevented had they been 
taken daily from earliest babyhoud. 


"To err is human." The natural error 


of a doctor is to overwork, to neglect his 
meals, to grab food when he finds it, 
regardless of Its quality, to sleep when 


can snatch an hour; whether it is in 


a well-ventilated room or in the vile air 
of some stuffy- cabin, to drink water 
when he positively mast, to think of 
ilmself after he has served his entire 
clientele. 


The quality of tissue does depend on 


vhat you eat, drink and breathe. Like- 
wise it depends on what your fariier and 
mother ate, drank and breathed. 


You may be1 Indifferent to the quality 


of your own blood, but you cannot be 
ndlfferent to the quality of^the blood of 
hose who will come after you. 
Every- 


body has the right to be well-born. No ! 
aby can be well-born If his parent or

lood which will be transmitted. 
AVhat you eat, drink and breathe Is of 


•ital interest to you arid to succeeding 
generations. Tou have no right to aeg- 
ect making the quality of your tissues 
he best possible quality. 
Tou have seen tapestries which have 
sen years in the making. Perhaps a 


hundred persons have had a part in the 
weaving. The work is not eiiually good. 


L single careless weaver will le.ive a 
ilernish in the design and its perfection. 
The quality of your tissues cannot be 


uniformly good and .ultimately perfect 
inless- your weaving- the strands of life 
hall be unvarying in its attention to 
highest standards. The quality of your 
issues depends on the quality of your 
ocd, air and drink, and it demands that 
ou make sure that the quality of these 


elements is always o' the best..
